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TERSE  TALKS  ON  TRADE  TOPICS:  1811 

Parts  for  Pre-War  Cars 

Motor  vehicle  repairer  readers  of  “The  G.  and  M.A.” 
are  advised  to  be  specially  careful  just  now  when  buying 
replacement  parts  for  pre-war  cars.  The  fact  that 
such  parts  are  often  unobtainable  from  the  manufacturers  is 
apparently  well  known  to  certain  smart  alecs  who  are  cashing- 
in  on  the  shortage.  The  need  for  alertness  therefore  arises 
when  the  parts  are  ordered  from  a  source  hitherto  unknown 
to  the  repairer. 

This  warning  is  given  at  the  suggestion  of  a  “G.  and  M.A.” 
reader  who,  in  sending  us  details  of  a  recent  experience  with 
such  a  firm,  showed  his  trade-spirited  attitude  in  the  comment 
“I  hope  our  experience  will  warn  the  trade  and  prevent  any 
further  losses.” 

Our  reader  had  been  sent  an  impressive-looking  price  list 
of  parts  for  pre-war  cars.  So,  urgently  needing  some  wings 
and  running  boards  for  a  1936  Wolseley,  he  placed  an  order. 
But,  on  arrival,  the  parts  were  found  to  be  unsuitable.  They 
were  returned,  and  a  credit  note  was  received.  As  no  further 
business  was  expected  to  be  done  with  the  Arm,  a  cash  refund 
was  asked  for.  No  reply  was  forthcoming,  so  inquiries  were 
made,  and  it  appeared  that  the  firm  had  in  the  meantime 
mysteriously  “gone  out  of  business.”  Legal  expenses  have  been 
incurred  trying  to  trace  the  people,  but  without  success. 

Now,  of  course,  when  our  reader  has  occasion  to  order 
parts  from  a  concern  not  well  known  to  him.  he  asks  for  a 
bank  or  other  reference,  or  checks  up  through  the  local  M.A.A. 
before  paying  in  advance,  in  case  the  goods  have  to  be  returned. 
And  his  advice  is  that  all  repairers  should  do  the  same. 

Precautions  should  be  taken  whether  parts  for  pre-war 
cars  are  advertised  in  the  Press,  or  by  direct  mail.  Little- 
known  but  bona-flde  Arms  will  not  object  to  giving 
references,  and  both  they  and  the  well- 
known  parts  dealers  will  be  glad  to  know 
that  something  is  being  done  to  get  rid  of 
the  spivs. 


WHAT  DO  YOU  THINK  ABOUT  IT? 
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B.M.T.A.  Answer  ^  Plug 


Industry’s  side  of  case 

INCE  the  recent  flare-up  in  the 
House  of  Commons  when  Mr. 
Michael  Foot,  M.P.,  introduced  his 
Bill  to  reduce  the  retail  price  of  spark¬ 
ing  plugs  (“G.  and  M.A.,”  February  13 
issue),  some  garagists  have  been  get¬ 
ting  pretty  caustic  comments  from 
customers,  who  have  been  quoting  Mr. 
Foot’s  allegations  of  “Gross-over¬ 
charging.”  “Ring  price-fixing,”  and  so 
on. 

However  sincerely  a  member  of  the 
motor  trade  believes  in  the  principle 
of  price  maintenance,  points  such  as 
those  made  by  Mr.  Foot  can  sometimes 
be  difficult  to  answer  when  the  full 
facts  of  the  situation  are  not  known. 
Unfortunately,  in  this  case  the  indus¬ 
try  has  not  been  made  aware  of  its 
own  side  of  the  case.  It  was  for  this 
reason  that  our  contributor,  “L.F.J.” 
took  the  British  Motor  Trade  Associa¬ 
tion  to  task  in  our  February  20  issue 
for  not  immediately  issuing  a  reply  to 
the  allegations. 

No  “common”  price 

We  understand  that  the  B.M.T.A. 
are  still  against  the  idea  of  issuing  a 
public  reply  to  the  allegations,  but 
although  we  appreciate  their  reasons 
for  not  getting  into  the  arena  specifi¬ 
cally  with  Mr.  Foot,  we  still  feel  that 
a  statement  on  price  maintenance  in 
general  and  sparking-plug  prices  in 
particular  would  have  done  much  to 
have  counteracted  the  goodwill-dam¬ 
aging  effects  of  Mr.  Foot’s  remarks. 
Just  as  important,  it  would  have  given 
members  of  the  motor  trade  a  much 
more  comfortable  feeling  had  they 
been  able  to  point  to  the  official  state¬ 
ment  when  tackled  by  customers. 

However,  let  it  be  at  once  said  that 
the  B.M.T.A.  had  not  the  slightest 
hesitation  in  talking  when  “The  G. 
and  M.A.”  asked  them  for  their  reac¬ 
tion  to  the  House  of  Commons  storm, 
and  readily  agreed  for  their  comments 
to  be  passed  on  to  readers  of  this 


Facts  given  to  and^M.A.’* 
statement  in  the 


journal.  So,  although  the  general  pub¬ 
lic  are  still  unaware  of  the  motor 
industry’s  case,  the  industry  itself  can 
read  the  facts. 

Answering  the  specific  point  about  a 
sparking  plug  price  ring,  the  B.M.T.A. 
state  categorically  that  there  is  no 
such  ring.  Each  manufacturer,  they 
explain,  decides  his  own  domestic 
prices  independently  in  open  compe¬ 
tition  and,  under  the  rules  of  the 
association,  every  manufacturer  must 
certify  to  the  association  every  year 
that  they  do  not  undertake  with  other 
manufacturers  to  adopt  a  common 
price  on  products  to  be  price  main¬ 
tained  by  the  association. 

Reference  was  made  by  Mr.  Foot  to 
Wico-Pacy,  Ltd.,  w'ho  sell  sparking 
plugs  at  prices  ranging  from  3s.  6d.  to 
6s.  This  firm,  say  the  B.M.T.A.,  like 
all  other  sparking  plug  manufacturers, 
are  members  of  the  Society  of  Motor 
Manufacturers  and  Traders  “w'hich 
does  not  countenance,  and  is  in  fact 
entirely  opposed  to  price  rings  and  has 
nothing  to  do  with  price  protection.” 

What  really  happened 

It  will  be  recalled  that  Mr.  Foot, 
when  speaking  of  the  case  of  Mr.  G.  C. 
Symes,  who  had  been  brought  before 
the  price  protection  committee  of  the 
B.M.T.A.,  said  that  their  adjudicator. 
Sir  Grattan  Bushe,  asked  Mr,  Symes 
“the  simple  question  whether  he 
would,  in  future,  give  an  undertaking 
that  he  would  only  sell  his  sparking 
plugs  and  other  commodities  at  the 
price  fixed  by  the  ring.” 

The  B.M.T.A.  entirely  deny  that  Sir 
Grattan  Bushe  asked  the  question  as 
stated,  in  proof  of  which  they  have 
given  “The  G.  and  M.A.”  the  follow¬ 
ing  extract  from  the  verbatim  notes

I  want  to  know.  Very  well,  we’d  better 
consider  this  case.’’

committee.  Of  this,  the  B.M.TA.  say 
that  it  was  impossible  to  admit  the 
seven  because  of  lack  of  accommoda¬ 
tion.  An  offer  was  made  that  if  one 
of  them  cared  to  arrange  for  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Press  Association  to 
attend  he  could  do  so.  But  the  offer 
was  refused. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  accommodation 
at  the  hearing  on  the  day  in  question 
was  limited  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
representatives  of  the  Monopolies 
Commission  were  in  attendance,  at 
the  invitation  of  the  B.M.T.A.,  to 
observe  this  and  other  cases  heard  on 
that  day. 

After  giving  us  these  details,  the 
B.M.T.A.  gave  a  general  comment  to 
the  effect  that  sparking  plugs  are 
patented  articles  and  as  such  are  sold 
subject  to  regulations  as  to  price  and 
other  matters  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Patents  Acts.

and  inventive  faculties.”

New  workshop  and  frontage 

ROSSLEIGH.  ltd.,  a  Scottish 
motor  trade  household  name, 
with  branches  in  all  the  leading 
cities  and  towns,  had  ambitious  plans 
for  the  Inverness  depot  when  they 
took  it  over  from  Thomas  Falconer  in 
1948.  And  now  the  first  stage  of  those 
plans  has  been  completed,  in  the  form 
of  a  new  120ft.  x  50ft.  workshop  and 
impressive  frontage. 

It  is  the  latter  that  is  really  strik¬ 
ing.  Slightly  semi-circular  in  form,  it 
has  a  huge  facia  boarding  across  the 
top  bearing  the  Royal  crest  and  the 


word  “Rossleigh”  in  equally  enormous 
letters.  The  facia  itself  is  of  painted 
corrugated  asbestos. 

On  the  right  is  a  red-brick  office 
block  and  on  the  left  is  the  oil  store 
for  supplying  the  forecourt  service. 
This  links  with  the  old  workshop. 
Remainder  of  the  frontage  is  of  brick, 
faced  with  ochre-painted  concrete, 
grooved  to  look  like  blocks. 

The  new  building  is  a  steel  and  brick 
structure,  with  concrete  floor  and 
corrugated  asbestos  roof. 

Feature  of  the  workshop  is  the  5- 
vehicle  dry-dock  at  the  far  end,  with 
a  workshop  bench  running  full  width 
in  the  ‘  pit,”  There  is  movable  grille 
flooring  between  each  set  of  steel 
runners,  which  are  supported  on  steel 
stanchions  at  the  open  end  and  let 
flush  into  the  floor  at  the  other.  Con¬ 
crete  steps  lead  down  from  the  side. 

A  wooden  workbench  runs  almost 
the  depth  of  the  workshop  on  one  side, 
and  on  the  other  is  a  Dexion-framed 
welding  bench.

“An  insulated  rod  conducts  the  H.T. 
voltage  through  the  spindle  to  the 
rotor  arm  RA,  and  the  spark  jumps  to 
the  adjacent  electrode  in  the  cover  in 
the  same  way  as  you  have  seen  on  coil 
ignition  distributors. 

“This  type  of  machine  calls  for  three 
timing  operations  for  correct  ignition. 
The  first  is  timing  of  the  cam  to  open 
points  at  the  proper  armature  posi¬ 
tion.  The  second  is  timing  of  the 
distributor  to  ensure  that  the  rotor  tip 
is  adjacent  to  the  cap  electrode  when 
the  points  open,  and  the  third  is  cor¬ 
rect  timing  of  the  contact  breaker 
relative  to  piston  position  in  the 
cylinder,  and  the  connection  of  the 
H.T.  cables  in  the  proper  sequence  to 
the  plug  terminals. 

Six-cylinder  machine 

“A  six -cylinder  machine  has  a  simi¬ 
lar  armature  and  cam.  but  is  fitted 
with  a  six-electrode  distributor  cap, 
while  the  distributor  gear  ratio  is 
three  to  one.  The  armature  therefore 
turns  through  one  complete  revolution 
for  every  two  electrode  positions  in 
the  distributor  cap.” 

Charlie  had  a  question  at  this 
stage:  “Is  the  ratio  of  armature  to 
crankshaft  the  same  in  each  case?” 


“That’s  a  very 
important  point, 
Charlie.”  replied 
the  foreman. 
“With  a  two-pole 
magnet  and  two- 
lobe  cam  we  can 
only  get  two  sparks 
per  armature  rota¬ 
tion.  In  the  case 
of  a  four-cylinder 
machine,  the  en¬ 
gine  must  fire  four 
cylinders  in  two 
complete  crank 
revolutions.  This 
is  two  per  rotation 
— the  same  as  the 
spark  frequency  to 
armature  rotations 
— and  the  magneto  is  driven  at  crank¬ 
shaft  speed. 

“In  the  case  of  a  six-cylinder  engine, 
three  cylinders  must  fire  in  each  crank 
revolution,  and  the  magneto  armature 
must  turn  once  and  a  half  to  provide 
three  sparks.  The  magneto  is  there¬ 
fore  geared  to  run  at  1.5: 1  crank  speed. 
This  does  not  apply  to  ‘camshaft- 
speed’  mags  as  I  will  show  you  later. 

Advance  and  retard  control 

“Now,  before  you  make  up  your  notes 
I  want  to  explain  the  matter  of 
advance  and  retard  control.  It  is 
common  practice  with  the  rotary 
armature  machine  to  drive  it  directly 
from  the  engine  and  obtain  timing 
variation  by  moving  the  cam  ring 
relative  to  the  breaker.  If  the  ring 
is  moved  round  in  the  direction  of 
running,  the  break  occurs  later  and 
we  get  retarded  spark  timing.  We 
also  get  a  weaker  spark  because  the 
primary  circuit  is  opened  when  the 
current  surge  has  passed  its  zenith. 

“Extended  pole  tips  are  used  in  most 
modern  machines  to  hold  the  peak 
longer  and  to  provide  a  more  intense 
retarded  spark,  but  there  is  a  definite 
limit  to  the  angle  of  variation  possible 
by  this  means.  Later  types  of  magneto 
have  timing  control  in  the  drive 
coupling  which  does  not  affect  spark 
efficiency.

Reason  for  “pessimism” 

“The  pessimism  said  to  be  felt  in  the 
industry  towards  the  end  of  1952  was,  of 
course,  due  to  import  restrictions  in 
countries  like  Australia  and  New  Zealand, 
but  the.se  have  been  much  relaxed  and  pur¬ 
chase  tax  was  reduced  in  1953.  However

“Last  year  there  was  a  downward  trend 
in  prices  for  British  motor  vehicles.

M.A.A.  Open  Petrol  Tax  Campaign 


February  council  meeting 

All  members  of  the  Motor  Agents’ 
Association  are  to  be  asked  to  co¬ 
operate  in  the  association’s  campaign 
for  a  reduction  in  fuel  tax  by  exhibiting 
propaganda  posters  on  their  filling  station 
forecourts. 

The  posters  read  “1954  Budget.  Cut  the 
tax  on  petrol  from  2s.  6d.  to  Is.  6d.  per 
gallon.  For  cheaper  goods  and  cheaper 
travel.” 

This  was  announced  at  the  February 
meeting  of  the  council,  when  it  was  also 
stated  that  facts  and  figures  were  being 
sent  to  members  which  they  could  pass  on 
to  their  customers  in  the  form  of  letters 
and  pamphlets.

liire-lhireliase  Bill. — ^Together  with  other 
associations,  the  M.A.A.  are  opposing  a 
Private  Members  Bill  which  .seeks  to  raise 
the  financial  limit  of  the  Hire  Purchase  Act 
of  1938.  As  is  well  known,  that  Act  seeks 
to  protect  persons  with  modest  means  by 
fixing  a  hire-purchase  price  limit  below 
which  it  is  necessary  to  apply  through  the 
courts  to  obtain  repossession  of  the  goods 
in  the  event  of  default  in  payments.  The 
price  specified  for  cars  is  £50,  and  the  new 
Bill  aims  at  increasing  this  limit  to  £300 
for  all  goods,  including  motor  cars  and 
motor  cycles,  to  bring  the  limit  more  in 
line  with  present-day  money  values.  'The 
M.A.A.  consider  this  too  high,  and  are  to 
suggest  a  limit  of  £100  for  cars  and  motor 
cycles  or,  at  most,  £150  for  cars  and  £100 
for  motor  cycles.

advantages  of  the  building  have  been  com¬ 
bined  with  a  certain  amount  of  reconstruc¬ 
tion.  and  the  result  is  a  building  well  suited 
to  its  new  purpose. 

The  main  hall  covers  an  area  of 
2,000  SQ.  ft.,  and  the  teak  floor  has  been 
strengthened  to  carry  an  evenly-distributed 
superimposed  loading  of  2cwt.  per  sq.  ft. 
over  the  whole  floor  area.  Naturally,  this 
will  form  the  main  stockroom,  but  pro¬ 
vision  has  been  made  for  racks  holding 
quick-moving  .stocks  of  Ferodo  brake  and 
clutch  linings.  Ferogrip  fan  belts  and 
Ferodo  stairtreads  to  be  accommodated  in 
the  service  hall  behind  the  service  counter. 

An  extension  provides  dl-splay  windows, 
and  the  lower  part  of  the  frontage  of  the 
building  is  carried  out  in  heather  brown 
quarry  tiles.  Office  accommodation  is  pro¬ 
vided  on  the  first  floor  Immediately  over 
the  service  area,  also  on  this  level  is  located 
the  fitting  .shop  which  is  equipped  with  a 
de-greasing  plant,  fitting  machines  and  all 
the  modern  equipment  nece.s.sary  to  provide 
a  speedy  fitting  service.  A  canteen  situated 
on  the  ground  floor  provides  facilities  for 
the  staff. 

Manager  is  J.  L.  Evans,  who  Joined  Ferodo, 
Ltd.,  in  1946  after  serving  six  years  with 
the  Grenadier  Guards.  Following  a  period 
of  service  as  a  representative  in  the  Man¬ 
chester  area  he  was  promoted  to  Manager 
of  the  Replacement  Sales  Department  at 
head  office. 

Illustrated  are  two  Interior  views  of  the 
Exeter  building,  together  with  a  picture  of 
Mr.  Evans.

For  operators  whose  medium  load  haul¬ 
age  annual  mileage  is  sufficient  to 
Justify  operating  diesel  powered 
vehicles,  Dodge  Brothers  (Britain),  Ltd., 
have  included  in  their  truck  range  a  2-3 
ton  model  equipped  with  a  four-cylinder 
engine  using  oil  fuel. 

Chassis  specification  provides  sturdine.ss 
of  construction.  The  four-cylinder  dle.sel 
engine  develops  55  b.h.p.  at  2,400  r  p.m.  and 
1351b.  ft.  of  torque  at  1,200-1.500  r.p.m.  It 
is  three-point  rubber  mounted  in  the 
chassis  frame,  the  two  rear  supports  being 
set  at  an  angle  to  the  vertical.  By  this  means 
oscillation  of  the  power  unit  is  constrained 
about  an  axis  through  the  centre  of  gravity 
of  the  engine  and  centre  line  of  the  front 
universal  joint  of  the  propeller  shaft. 
Top-gear  torsional  oscillation  is  absorbed 
by  rubber  in  shear,  which  provides  a 
generous  mea.sure  of  cushioning,  while 
torque  reaction  in  indirect  gear  is  limited 
by  separate  rubber  buffers  mounted  on  the 
chassis  frame  sidemember. 

The  sandwich  type  front  support  takes  the 
weight  of  the  engine  by  rubber  In  com¬ 
pression.  Tlie  effectiveness  of  these  rubber 
•‘float”  mountings  is  obvious  in  the  driver’s 
cab  where  comparative  freedom  from  vibra¬ 
tion  is  noticeable,  particularly  at  idling 
speeds. 

11  in.  clutch 

Smooth  transmission  is  ensured  by  an  llln. 
s.d.p.  clutch  with  a  torslonally  flexible 
centre  plate  and  segment  facings.  A  com¬ 
pact  but  robust  4-speed  gearbox  with 
straight  tooth  sliding  gears  is  attached  as  a 
unit  to  the  engine.  Ratios  are:  Top.  direct; 
third,  1.71  to  1;  .second,  3  58  to  1;  first.  6.58 
to  1;  reverse,  6.57  to  1.  The  drive  is  taken 
from  the  gearbox  by  a  divided  balanced 
tubular  propeller  .shaft  with  a  supported 
centre  bearing  and  needle  roller  bearing  uni¬ 
versal  joints. 

The  spiral  bevel  rear  axle  is  of  the  full- 
floating  type.  It  features  a  straddle  moun¬ 
ted  drive  pinion  and  four-pinion  differential 
unit  carried  in  adjustable  taper  roller  bear¬ 
ings.  The  generous  proportions  of  the  axle 
housing  are  in  keeping  with  the  heavy  duty 
construction  apparent  throughout  the 
chassis. 


Front  axle  is  an  “I”  section  heat  treated 
steel  drop  forging  with  alloy  steel  forged 
stub  axles  mounted  on  roller  thrust  bear¬ 
ings.  Steering  is  of  the  cam  and  lever  type, 
which  is  light  but  positive  in  action. 

The  chassis  frame  has  a  maximum  depth 
of  8  7/16in.,  31n.  flanges  top  and  bottom 
and  a  stock  thickness  of  3/161n.  With  six 
crossmembers  and  cold  .squeeze  riveting  it 
has  been  designed  with  ample  margin  of 
safety. 

High  deflection  semi-elliptic  .springs  are 


fitted,  those  at  the  rear  being  progressive. 
The  front  springs  are  36iin.  by  2in.  and 
have  11  leaves;  the  rear  springs  are  40in.  by 
2 Jin.  and  have  15  leaves. 

The  hydraulic  brakes  are  of  the  two-lead- 
ing-shoe  type,  those  at  the  front  incorporat¬ 
ing  dual  wheel  cylinders.  The  front  and 
rear  brakes  are  14in.  with  2iin.  linings.  The 
handbrake  lever  is  mounted  on  a  frame 
crossmember  and  operates  through  a  mech¬ 
anical  linkage  on  the  rear  wheels. 

The  new  model  is  equipped  with  a  16- 
gallon  fuel  tank  and  a  12-volt  lighting  and 
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starting  system.  A  six-lamp  lighting  set 
Includes  dual  combined  tail  and  stop  lights. 

The  standard  Dodge  all-steel,  all-welded 
cab  Is  fitted.  Together  with  the  wings,  bon¬ 
net  and  radiator  it  is  carried  on  a  .sub-frame 
which  is  fiexibly  mounted  on  the  chassis. 
Six  rubber  bonded  bobbins  are  employed 
and  arranged  in  pairs  below  the  front, 
centre  and  rear  cab  sub-frame  structure. 

The  new  model  has  a  gross  vehicle  weight 
of  110  cwt. — 7.00-20,  10-ply  tyres  are  stan¬ 


dard  fitment — and  is  said  to  be  capable  of 
road  speeds  of  40  m.p.h.  under  full  load. 
Two  wheelbase  lengths  are  available — 
lift.  9in.  and  13ft.  9in.,  the  latter  accom¬ 
modating  a  standard  15ft.  body. 

Basic  chassis  prices  have  been  fixed  at 
£810  for  the  lift.  9in.  wheelba.se  model  and 
£820  for  the  13ft.  9in.  wheelbase  model. 
There  Is  an  allowance  of  £23  when  6.50-20, 
8-ply  tyres  are  fitted  in  place  of  the  stan¬ 
dard  7.00-20,  10-ply.

Oil-burning  Equipmoni; 


USE  of  oil-burning  equipment  for  heating 
garages  has  obvious  advantages.  The  in¬ 
creasing  cost  of  solid  fuel,  the  availability 
in  many  garages  of  considerable  quantities  of 
waste  oil  and  the  fact  that  oil-burners  require 
far  less  attention  than  solid  fuel  stoves  and 
ooilers:  all  these  points  are  reflected  in  the 
increasing  number  of  garages  which  are  con¬ 
verting  to  this  form  of  space-heating. 

There  are  now  several  firms  in  this  country 
which  are  manufacturing  burners  suitable  for 
converting  typical  garage  heating  equipment. 
One  of  these  is  Shawflre  Burners,  Ltd.,  of  Peters- 
field,  Hants.  Tliey  are  now  marketing  a  range 
of  burners  and  ancillary  equipment  which  can 
be  used  for  converting  either  stoves  or  central 
heating  boilers. 

The  installation  for  stoves  is  shown  in  the 
illustration.  In  this  case  it  is  equipped  for 
burning  100  per  cent,  waste  oil.  The  tank 
which  stands  beside  the  stove  is  fitted  with 
a  small  immersion  heater  to  bring  the  oil  to 
the  right  viscasity  before  it  is  fed  to  the  boiler. 
The  pipe  leading  off  to  the  right  Is  the  supply 
from  the  garage  compressor.  In  cases  where 
the  stove  is  required  to  run  all  night  without  attention  this  installation  can  be  modified 
to  burn  a  mixture  of  waste  oil  and  light  fuel  oil. 

For  heating  boilers  waste  oil  is  normally  used  in  conjunction  with  a  medium  fuel  oil 
of  200  seconds  viscosity.  The  waste  oil  and  fuel  oil  are  .stored  in  separate  tanks  and  flow 
into  a  mixing  tank  fitted  with  an  agitator.  From  there  the  oil  flows  to  a  thermostatically- 
controlled  line  heater  where  it  is  raised  to  the  proper  temperature  for  complete  combustion. 
This  type  of  burner  can  be  supplied  fully-automatlc  or  semi-automatic  in  operation  so  that 
a  predetermined  temperature  can  be  maintained  without  any  attention.  Automatic  ignition 
is  effected  by  an  electric  spark  which  ignites  a  gas  Jet,  and  this  in  turn  provides  positive 
ignition  to  the  oil. 

Automatic  installations  which  are  controlled  by  time-clocks  can  also  be  supplied. 

A  supplementary  burner  is  also  made  by  the  firm.  This  will  enable  a  .stove  or  boiler 
to  be  converted  to  partial  oil-burning  very  easily.  With  this  type  of  burner  the  oil  is 
burnt  with  .solid  fuel  and  the  control  is  manual.  By  this  method  consumption  of  solid 
fuel  is  said  to  be  reduced  by  up  to  30  per  cent.  It  can  also  be  used  with  automatic 
underfeed  stokers.

Parts  to  be  cleaned  or  decarbonised  are  im¬ 
mersed  in  the  compound  in  the  wire  basket.

The  makers  state 
that  if  a  vehicle  is  sprung  so  that  the  ride 
is  comfortable  when  only  the  driver  is 
travelling,  it  is  insufficiently  stiff  when  there 
is  a  full  load  of  passengers  and  luggage, 
which  results  in  roll  and  poor  road-holding. 

This  device  is  fixed  over  the  rear  spring  shackle  and  clamped  to  the  spring  in  front  of 
the  axle  so  that  it  comes  into  action  as  the  length  of  the  .spring  is  altered  by  defiection. 
As  the  load  increases  the  coll  spring  of  the  control  gradually  takes  on  a  greater  proportion 
of  the  load.  In  this  way  the  severity  of  the  defiection  is  reduced  and  the  return  to  normal 
is  helped.  Adjustment  is  very  simple  .so  that  the  owner  can  vary  the  .suspension  according 
to  his  own  requirements  or  to  the  load  the  vehicle  is  carrying. 

Thus  the  vehicle  is  provided  with  what  is  virtually  a  load-sensitive  variable-rate  sus¬ 
pension  of  constant  frequency  from  light  to  full  load.  The  control  is  particularly  suitable 
for  cars  doing  heavy  work  such  as  towing  caravans  and  travelling  long  distances  with 
heavy  loads. 

Controls  are  made  in  various  forms  for  a  variety  of  modern  popular  cars  and  light 
commercial  vehicles.  One  version  has  been  specially  designed  for  fitting  to  transverse 
springs.  Price  for  a  set  of  two  controls  ready  to  be  fitted  to  rear  springs  is  £3  15s. 
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Something  gained 

ISAPPOINTING,  certainly,  that 
purchase  tax  is  to  stay  on  cars. 
But  that  need  not  be  one’s  only 
feeling  about  Mr.  Butler’s  statement. 
It  had.  I  suggest,  a  brighter  side.  First, 
it  showed  that  the  Chancellor  has  a 
due  realisation  of  the  effects  of  tax¬ 
ation  changes  upon  trade,  and  intends 
to  minimise  the  dislocation  of  business 
so  far  as  may  be  possible.  That  is  a 
step  in  the  right  direction.  Further, 
the  pronouncement  should  greatly 
improve  the  sales  outlook  between  now 
and  Easter.  Buyers  have  no  reason 
for  withholding  their  orders  until  after 
Budget  day,  and  we  may  expect  an 
immediate  increase  in  the  demand  for 
used-cars,  which  will  naturally  develop 
still  further  towards  the  end  of  next 
month.  So  the  gloom  is  by  no  means 
unrelieved,  although  that  does  not 
mean  that  the  industry  should  cease 
from  protesting  against  the  purchase 
tax  imposition,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
fuel  duty.  Once  more,  all  taxation  of 
transport  is  wrong  in  principle,  tradi¬ 
tion  notwithstanding,  and  the  least  we 
can  do  is  to  campaign  constantly  for 
reductions. 

Bits  of  no  good 

OU  never  know  where  U.N.O.  is 
going  to  crop  up  next.  No  pun 
intended;  I  am  merely  stating  a 
fact.  And  there  are  times  when  I 
wonder  if  the  organisation  is  not  too 
much  of  a  good  thing.  Last  week  was 
a  case  in  point.  First,  one  set  of 
Geneva  “experts”  criticised  Britain’s 
motor  industry,  alleging,  among  other 
things,  that  too  many  of  our  makers 
have  gone  into  the  small  car  market. 
Next,  another  bunch,  the  World  Health 
Organisation,  produced  a  report  on 


transport  accidents,  which,  according 
to  B.U.P.,  “branded  the  motor  car  as 
‘the  killer’ Note,  the  car — as  usual. 
Who  are  these  people  to  tell  our  trade 
how  to  run  its  affairs,  and,  unless  they 
have  been  misreported,  to  issue  a 
statement  that  is  calculated  to  cause 
prejudice  against  car  users,  which  is 
also  incorrect  in  fact? 

For  the  ballyhoo  book 

EFORE  to-day  I  have  threatened 
to  make  a  collection  of  the  more 
fatuous  suggestions  for  the 
further  regulation  of  motor  users. 
Here  is  another  prize  specimen,  put 
forward  by  an  M.P.,  and  Tory  at  that. 
He  thinks  it  would  be  a  good  plan  to 
compel  drivers  who  have  been  con¬ 
victed  of  traffic  offences,  to  display 
coloured  number  plates  on  their  cars. 
Surely  he  could  have  gone  the  whole 
hog,  and  proposed  a  revival  of  the 
jolly  old-time  penalty  of  branding  on 
the  forehead?  After  all,  it  amounts  to 
much  the  same  thing  in  principle. 
This  gentleman  cannot  be  properly 
civilised.

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Tyre  Distribution 

Sir, — The  letter  from  “Tomash”  and  the 
remarks  of  the  Editor  in  his  Terse  Talk  in 
your  issue  dated  January  30,  inspire  the 
following  comments  :  — 

Both  express  a  warning  or  fear  that  "un¬ 
less  the  motor  trade  do  something  about  it” 
the  tyre  business  will  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
tyre  "shops”  within  a  few  years.  (Some  of 
these  "shops,”  by  the  way,  have  premises 
that  will  compare  favourably  with  any 
trade  premises.) 

I  submit  that  the  fact  to  face  is  that  the 
tyre  trade  is  and  will  always  be  in  the  hands 
of  those  traders  (whatever  label  they  have) 
who  give  to  the  ultimate  user  the  service 
demanded  by  the  relative  Importance  of 
tyres  in  the  u.ser’s  particular  business 
economy. 

The.se  fundamentals  of  the  tyre  trade  are 
always  Ignored  by  motor  trade  partisans 
who  have,  of  cour.se,  their  own  axe  to  grind 
and  I  always  wonder  why  of  all  branches  of 
the  motor  Industry,  the  tyre  trade  is  the 
subject  of  such  Jaundiced  controversy.  I 
have  thought  on  occasions  that  tyres  pro¬ 
vide  a  useful  red  herring  for  the  rank  and 
file  to  trail  as  a  diversion  against  larger 
issues  in  the.  to  them,  much  more  impor¬ 
tant  fields  of  car  distribution  and  service. 

♦  *  * 

Be  that  as  it  may,  the  fundamentals  of 
tyre  trading  are  tho.se  of  every  trade  : 
Service  to  the  ultimate  user,  and  the  user 
is  the  man  who  decides  his  supply  channel. 
And  because  the  growth  of  this  great  in¬ 
dustry  of  ours  has  necessitated  specialist 
services,  tyres,  like  batteries,  auto  electrical, 
.sheet-metal  working  and  radiator  repairs,  to 
name  a  few,  demand  the  need  for  a  special¬ 
ised  trade  within  the  main  fabric  of  the 
Industry.  And  no  “campaigns”  can  stifle 
this  need. 

The  tyre  specialist  Indeed  can  and  does 
amply  justify  his  existence. 

Consider  these  facts  :  — 

(1)  From  raw  material  to  fini-shed  product 
the  tyre  is  a  completely  different  article 
from  the  vehicle  to  which  it  is  fitted,  or 
any  other  of  its  components. 

(2)  The  repair,  remoulding  and  mainten¬

ance  of  tyres  requires  specialised  knowledge 
and  skill. 

(3)  There  are  so  many  variations  in  types 
and  sizes  of  tyres  today  that  very  large 
stocks  are  necessary  for  adequate  supply 
service. 

(4)  These  variations  demand  specialist 
knowledge  in  fitting  the  correct  tyre  for 
the  work  it  has  to  do. 

*  *  * 

Is  not  this  "within  the  family”  campaign 
rather  futile? 

The  "divine  right”  principle  on  which  the 
foundation  of  it  would  like  to  rest  is  false, 
and,  because  this  is  so,  it  is  sure  to  fall  in 
its  object  and  may  indeed  succeed  in  having 
the  opposite  effect. 

It  would  have  been  just  as  Illogical  and 
futile  40  years  ago  for  the  Ironmongers  to 
have  pu.shed  a  “Keep  the  Petrol  and  the 
Motor  Car  Trade  Within  the  Family”  cam¬ 
paign. 

The  majority  of  motor  traders  recogni.se 
the  position  of  the  tyre  specialist  and  know 
that  he  can  and  does  provide  them  with 
the  needed  service,  and  any  sensible  tyre 
specialist  knows  and  appreciates  that  every 
garageman  has  his  own  customer  clientele. 

«  *  « 

The  motor  Industry  generally,  having  per¬ 
force  accepted  logical  facts,  despite 
perverted  campaigns,  recognl.ses  that  the 
specialist  cannot  exist  on  wholesale  busi¬ 
ness  only  (indeed,  it  is  well  nigh  impossible 
to  define  the  terms  "wholesale”  or  "retail”) 
and  provided  both  garagemen  and  tyre 
specialists  recognise  the  fair-play  rules  in 
their  mutual  relations,  very  satisfactory 
trade  relations  result. 

Here  again,  I  am  very  puzzled  by  the  atti¬ 
tude  of  some  sections  of  the  motor  trade. 
Your  tyre  distributor  should  not  be  allowed

Yelox  Cars 

Sir, — Referring  to  the  Velox  car  which 
has  been  discussed  lately.  It  may  Interest 
you  to  know  that  a  friend  had  one  of  these 
cars  circa  1904  about  the  same  time  that 
we  had  our  Mobile-Aster.  And  although  I 
was  very  young  at  the  time  I  remember  the 
Velox  being  painted  red,  and  giving  trouble 
with  boiling. 

The  Mobile  we  had  was  quite  a  good  run¬ 
ning  car,  and  I  think  that  If  properly  driven 
it  would  not  have  given  the  trouble  It  did 
at  times.  The  gearbox  was  a  patent  design 
In  that  the  gears  were  worked  by  a  grooved 
cam  at  the  bottom  of  the  box,  being  rotated 
by  the  gear  lever  through  a  quadrant. 

Also,  when  top  gear  was  engaged  the  lay 
shaft  was  disengaged  by  way  of  an  extended 
dog  arrangement  on  the  sliding  gear  pressing 
Into  female  slots,  spring  loaded.  Thus  there 
was  no  friction  here,  especially  as  thick 
grease  was  used  In  those  days,  which  added 
to  the  load.

The 
purchaser  had  put  the  contract  for  painting 
with  a  different  firm.  On  delivering  the 
vehicle  to  the  painters,  the  agents  sent  the 
Invoice  to  the  customer  in  the  usual  way. 
The  customer  expres.sed  indignation  at  being 
a.sked  to  pay  before  the  truck  was  com¬ 
pleted.  He  had,  he  said,  asked  four  other 
leading  agents  in  the  district,  and  every  one 
of  them  had  Informed  him  that  they  would 
have  been  pleased  to  supply  the  truck  and 
take  payment  at  a  later  date.

German  Cars 

Sir, — Unlike  Mr.  “Country  Trader”  (Jan¬ 
uary  30  issue)  and  Mr.  Royston  (February  13 
Issue)  the  writer  is  connected  with  ex-enemy 
cars  in  a  business  capacity,  and  has  been 
following  this,  what  Is  to  him,  absurd  cor¬ 
respondence. 

It  appears  to  me  that  the  most  important 
side  of  this  controversy  has  been  overlooked. 
In  short.  It  is  not  Just  a  matter  of  buying 
goods  from  Germany  and  calling  It  a  day. 
These  German  cars  are  being  imported 
under  a  trading  agreement  with  Western 
Germany  and  this  country,  whereby  Ger¬ 
many  has  agreed  to  Import  £2,500,000  worth 
of  motor  cars,  and  we  have  in  our  turn 
agreed  to  Import  £2,000,000  worth  of  theirs.

I  cannot  for  the  life  of  me  see  what  is 
wrong  in  this.  Also,  I  should  have  imagined 
that  time  should  heal  all  things,  or  is  Mr. 
“Country  Trader”  also  anti-French  because 
we  were  at  war  with  France  when  Napoleon 
.sat  lightly  on  the  throne  of  France,  and 
anti-Dutch  because  of  the  Boer  War  In 
Africa?  Come,  gentlemen,  let  us  be  realis-

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tic  in  these  matters.  As  one  whose  business 
takes  him  to  Western  Germany  frequently, 
I  can  see  a  very  bright  red  light. 

Let  us  cut  this  narrow-minded  mentality 
right  out.  The  German  motor  industry  is 
producing  a  very  fine  variety  of  motor  car. 
the  quality  of  which  is  superb,  and  with 
most  up-to-date  design.  Also,  the  prospect 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  British  manu¬ 
facturers  cannot  be  too  bright.  The  fault 
is  theirs  entirely. 

As  a  business  man,  I  want  my  customers 
to  come  back  over  tl>e  years.  This  they  will 
do  only  if  I  can  give  them  good  service. 

Until  our  manufacturers  give  us  the  ser¬ 
vice  and  quality  and  delivery  that  I  can 
get  from  German  manufacturers,  I  am  sell¬ 
ing  German  cars,  and  am  retaining  satisfied 
retail  customers,  and  be  hanged  to  this 
prejudice ! 

What  has  been  done  cannot  be  undone, 
but  the  future  is  of  our  own  making.

We  cover  eight  counties  for  a  big  manu¬ 
facturer  and  from  the  Inception  of  our  busi¬ 
ness  we  have  dealt  with  dealers  and  limited 
dealers  very  equitably  indeed.  It  takes  a  lot 
to  satisfy  them,  and  I  do  not  know  of  any 
dealer  in  our  area  who  is  really  di.sgruntled 
with  us,  as  the  proportion  of  cars  which  we 
hand  over  to  them  gives  the  manufacturer 
entire  satl.sfaction. 

Let  us  look  at  the  other  side  of  the  pic¬ 
ture.  To  a  large  extent,  we  help  our  dealers 
in  respect  of  credit,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  we  have  to  pay  for  cars  against 
pro  formas,  some  of  which  are  not  paid  for 


in  seven  or  even  ten  days,  owing  to  adverse 
weather  and  other  reasons. 

I  would  also  like  to  point  out  that  some 
of  our  dealers  and  limited  dealers  do  not 
po.ssess  the  facilities  for  service  that  are 
expected  today,  necessitating  very  costly 
plant,  .showrooms,  etc.,  and  the  stocking  of 
spare  parts  with  a  view  to  giving  the  best 
service  possible.  This  commitment  alone 
runs  into  the  neighbourhood  of  £25,000. 
Our  .showrooms  are  at  their  di.spo.sal,  which 
is  a  very  helpful  feature. 

I  hope  that  you  will  be  able  to  publish 
my  views.

School  For  Executives 

Sir, — Writing  as  an  F.I.M.I.  of  long  stand¬ 
ing,  I  know  the  aims  of  the  Institute  of  the 
Motor  Industry.  Factory-reared,  I  know, 
too,  what  Mr.  "A.  Mlmi”  means  (February 
6  issue),  and  agree,  with  a  slight  variation 
which  only  strengthens  his  argument. 

Any  factory  on  large-scale  production 
provides  good  experience,  but  the  few  who 
are  contract  suppliers  to  the  entire  industry 
are  even  better,  .so  that  the  budding  young¬ 
ster  gets  pitchforked  into  his  own  employer’s 
work,  and,  if  he  is  lucky,  also  gets  on  con¬ 
tact  work  (for  example,  technical  sales) 
and  goes  in  the  enemy’s  camp  in  tricky 
situations  that  will  teach  him  plenty. 

It  is  the  same  style  of  education  as  the 
handing  of  a  black,  hot  bar  of  steel  to  the 
innocent  lad.  Ever  after  he  approaches  with 
caution  anything  that  might  be  hot. 

Liai-son  work  on  sub-contracted  produc¬ 
tion  al.so  sharpens  the  wlt.s. 

So  I’m  really  driving  home  the  argument 
of  “A.  Mlmi,”  and  doing  it  from  years  ol 
personal  experience.  It  was  in  this  pha.se 
that  I  can  honestly  say  I  grew  up;  technical 
school  work  had  its  place,  and  so  did  shop 
training,  but  the  rough-and-tumble  part 
was  Invaluable. 

I’m  suspicious  about  the  real  meaning  of 
“with  a  manufacturer.”  ’’With”  should 
mean  on  the  payroll  and  sackable,  not  as  a 
fancy-pants  visitor.  I  remember  a  very 
hectic  morning  when  young  bloods  who 


were  “with  a  manufacturer”  for  training 
(most  were  not  apprenticed)  were  fighting 
in  the  street  and  the  managing  director 
cleared  the  lot  out. 

Where  you  go  in  a  manufacturer’s  plant 
is  all-important  from  the  experience  point 
of  view,  for  you  can  gain  both  positive  and 
negative  experience.  Learning  to  see  which 
is  which  is,  of  course,  experience  and  part 
of  life’s  training. 

Anyhow,  good  luck  to  everybody’s  efforts. 
They  are  well  meant,  even  if  the  methods 
vary.  The  young  are  bound  to  feel  that  it 
is  the  oldsters  who  are  deciding  the  cur¬ 
riculum,  possibly  at  times  on  a  starchy, 
academic  basis.

Paris  presents 

EXT  week  the  French  will  hold 
their  equivalent  of  the  Smith- 
field  Show,  the  Salon  Inter¬ 
nationale  de  la  Machine  Agricole,  to 
give  it  the  full  title.  This  occasion 
has  become  of  vastly  increased  impor¬ 
tance  of  recent  years,  and  this  time  it 
is  expected  that  it  will  be  attended  by 
as  many  as  10,000  visitors  from  this 
country.  Among  them,  it  is  hoped,  will 
be  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Sir 
Thomas  Dugdale. 

The  British  exhibits  make  a  very  lengthy 
list  indeed,  and  include  practically  all  our 
leading  tractors,  besides  a  very  wide  range 
of  machinery  and  equipment.  Singer  are 
taking  their  Monarch  tractor,  and  another 
interesting  point  is  that  the  Massey-Harrls- 
Ferguson  organisation  are  now  by  far  the 
largest  tractor  suppliers  in  France,  being 
considerably  ahead  of  the  Renault  outfit, 
which  is  nowadays  State-owned.  A  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  Fergusons  sold  in  France  are 
assembled  over  there,  at  the  Standard- 
Hotchkiss  plant  at  St.  Denis. 

Tire  show  will  be  held  at  the  Parc  de  Ver¬ 
sailles,  Just  outside  Paris.  It  is  moreover 
possible  to  see  the  exhibition  if  one  has  only 
a  single  day  to  spare  for  it.  That  means 
Hying  by  the  Air  France  service,  which  is 
the  only  line  using  the  Orly  airport  as  its 
Paris  terminal,  this  being  close  to  Versailles. 


Among  this  year’s  entries  is  a  device  called 
the  “Telecatadioptre,"  which  is  apparently 
an  arrangement  of  reflectors  to  show  the 
outline  of  an  agricultural  vehicle  after 
dark.  Presumably  it  is  chiefly  meant  for 
use  with  bulky  equipment,  such  as  com¬ 
bines. 

At  Westminster 

The  ParliamentaiT  debate  on  road  mat¬ 
ters  was  disappointing.  To  write  more 
frankly,  it  was  a  poor  performance  on  the 
part  of  the  Commons,  and  most  of  the 
practical  suggestions  made  related  to  par¬ 
ticular  areas,  being  accordingly  rather  out 
of  place  in  what  should  have  been  a  general 
discussion. 

The  one  really  outstanding  contribution 
was  Mr.  Gurney  Braithwaite’s.  His  pro¬ 
posal  for  a  £500-milllon  loan  for  highway 
development  was  right  on  the  target,  and 
he  put  the  case  with  his  usual  ability.  That 
the  Transport  Minister  had  to  .say,  in  effect, 
that  he  felt  it  hopeless  to  put  it  up  to  the 
Treasury,  was  possibly  to  be  expected  at  the 
present  juncture,  but  Mr.  Braithwaite’s 
latest  effort  has  certainly  enhanced  his 
reputation.  As  has  been  remarked  several 
times  in  this  feature,  he  has  shown  him¬ 
self  to  be  extremely  sound  on  road  matters, 
and  we  shall  hear  more  of  him  in  that  con¬ 
nection. 

If  road  affairs  are  ever  allowed  to  become 
a  party  ls.sue,  the  result  would  be  deplor¬ 
able.  There  is  no  reason  why  they  should 
do  so. 


To  be  noted 

Many  other  nations  will  be  repre.sented  at 
the  show,  and  trade  visitors  will  have  a 
unique  opportunity  for  judging  the  progre.ss 
being  made  with  farm  mechanisation  on  the 
Continent.  It  is  certainly  not  one  to  be 
mi.ssed  by  those  concerned  with  that  side 
of  the  motor  Industry. 

France  is  under-mechanised  as  yet.  Only 
about  180,000  tractors  are  at  present  in  u.se, 
and  it  is  estimat('d  that  the  number  should 
be  raised  to  420,000  by  the  end  of  1956.  A 
promising  market,  Indeed. 

Inventors  are  given  a  special  opportunity 
at  the  show,  even  though  the  R.A.S.E.’s 
practice  of  awarding  medals  is  not  followed. 
Instead,  an  item  judged  worthy  of  it  Is 
granted  the  title  of  Machine  Nouvelle,

CAR  ALLEGED  NOT  FIT  FOR  PURPOSE  REQUIRED 

CLAIM  UNDER  SECTION  14(1)  SALE  OF  GOODS  ACT  FAILS 


WANTKI)  FOK  I'KAC'TK’F- 

N  action  which  involved  consideration 
of  a  motor  dealer’s  liability  under 
Section  14(1)  of  the  Sale  of  Goods  Act 
when  selling  a  car  to  a  buyer  who  "relied 
on  his  skill  and  Judgment”  to  supply  a 
vehicle  suitable  for  the  buyer's  purpose,  was 
before  Mr.  Justice  Pilcher  in  the  Queen’s 
Bench  Division  last  week. 

The  plaintiff,  Henry  William  Starkey,  of 
Waterhall  Avenue,  Walthamstow.  E.ssox, 
purchased  on  September  1,  1951,  for  £200 
a  Morris  Eight,  1937  .saloon,  from  the 
defendant.  Ralph  Dee,  then  of  Queen’s  Road, 
Walthamstow. 

He  alleged  that  he  told  the  seller  that, 
being  a  learner  driver,  he  wanted  the  car 
to  practise  starting  and  stopping  on  hills, 
and  turning  in  the  road.  He  took  with  him 
to  see  the  car  a  Mr.  Ayres,  a  motor  mech¬ 
anic,  who  noted,  amongst  other  things,  that 
the  hand-brake  "needed  adju.stment.’’ 

IMaintilT  bought  the  ear,  and  the 
defendant’s  “sold  note”  contained  a  list  of 
matters  reciuiring  attention,  whicli  included 
"adjusting  liaiid-lirake.” 

HRF.Ani  OF  WAKR.VNTY  CLAIM 

Mr.  Starkey  alleged  that  the  hand-brake 
would  not  hold  the  car  on  hills,  and  when 
the  vehicle  was  examined  by  a  motor  engin¬ 
eer  in  April  or  May,  1952 — it  had  remained 
in  plaintiff’s  garage  until  then — it  was 
found  that  the  near-side  chassis  member 
was  .so  weak  that  it  bent  when  the  hand¬ 
brake  was  applied,  so  that  the  brake  never 
operated  properly. 

The  buyer  sued  Mr.  Dee  for  damages  for 
breach  of  warranty  and,  alternatively,  for 
damages  for  not  making  the  hand-brake 
effective  as  required  on  the  "sold  note.” 

He  alleged  tliat  .Mr.  Dee  was  in  breach  of 
the  implied  warranty  that  the  car  would 
he  fit  for  tlie  purpose  for  wliicli  plaintiff, 
relying  on  defendant’s  skill  and  knowledge, 
required  It. 

Mr.  Dee  denied  any  liability. 


Mr.  Justice  Pilcher,  giving  judgment,  said 
that  in  his  view  Mr.  Starkey,  in  the  negotia¬ 
tions  leading  to  the  purchase  of  the  car, 
relied  upon  the  skill  and  judgment  of 
Mr.  Ayres,  and  not  of  the  defendant. 

Decisions  in  previous  cases  did  not  help 
very  much  because  it  must  always  be  a 
question  of  fact  as  to  whether  or  not  a 
court  was  satisfied  that,  in  making  known 
to  the  seller  the  particular  purpose  for 
which  he  required  goods,  the  buyer  was  in 
fact  relying  on  the  skill  and  judgment  of 
the  seller. 

His  lordship  added:  "If  one  comes  to  the 
conclusion,  as  I  reluctantly  do  in  this  case, 
that  he  was  not.  that  is  the  end  of  any 
action  founded  on  the  exceptions  in  Section 
14(1)  of  the  Act.” 

As  to  tlic  ulternative  point,  his  iordsliiit 
found  tliat  .Mr.  Dee  undertook  only  to 
"adjust  tlie  liaiid-lirake”  and  lie  liad  liad 
tliat  done. 

It  was  improbable,  the  judge  added,  that 
anyone  knew  the  real  cause  of  the  hand¬ 
brake  being  inoperative  until  the  car  was 
examined  in  April  or  May,  1952. 

Plaintiff’s  case  failed,  his  lordship  said, 
and  he  gave  judgment  for  the  defendant — 
who  is  now  in  another  trade — with  costs.

DOUBLE  OVERDRIVE  DISPLAY 

L.\YC'0(  K-1>K  NORM ANVILLK  I'XIT 

A  new  display  of  the  Laycock-de  Norman- 
ville  “double  overdrive”  unit,  which  is  now 
fitted  to  the  Standard  Vanguard  and 
Triumph  Renown  (described  in  our  Jan¬ 
uary  23  issue),  was  seen  for  the  first  time 
this  week  at  the  London  showrooms  of  the 
Standard  Motor  Co..  Ltd. 

The  display  consLsts  of  two  working 
models  which  will  be  sent  to  Standard 
and  Iriumph  distributors  throughout  the 
country  for  exhibition  during  sales  and  .ser¬ 
vice  weeks.  One  is  a  sectioned  working 
model  of  the  Standard  Vanguard  engine 
with  the  new  type  of  overdrive  fitted.  It 
was  made  by  Standard  apprentices  all  under 
18  years  of  age. 

The  second  exhibit  Ls  designed  to  .show 
the  way  the  overdrive  reduces  engine  wear 
by  giving  high  performance  at  low  engine 
.speeds.  There  is  a  gearbox  and  overdrive 
unit  on  a  wooden  stand,  with  a  Vanguard 
.steering  wheel  and  overdrive  switch  In 
front.  On  one  side  are  two  dials  register¬ 
ing  miles  per  hour  and  revolutions  per 
minute. 

When  the  pedal  at  the  foot  of  the  stand 
is  depressed  the  gearbox  turns  over  at  a 
rate  equivalent  to  a  road  speed  of  45  m.p.h. 
at  2.700  r.p.m.,  and  the.se  figures  are  indi¬ 
cated  on  the  two  dials.  Then  the  overdrive 
switch  is  flicked  over  and  the  r.p.m.  needle 
drops  to  2,000  while  the  m.p.h.  needle  re¬ 
mains  at  45  At  the  .same  time  the  speed 
at  which  the  gearbox  is  turning  over  can 
be  heard  to  decrease  considerably.

BASIC  ROAD  STATISTICS 

The  latest  edition  of  the  British  Road 
Federation’s  annual  handbook  “Basic  Road 
Statistics”  has  been  enlarged  by  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  an  appendix  dealing  with  Northern 
Ireland.  It  has  also  been  restyled  and  two 
colours  are  now  u.sed  to  emphasise  signifi¬ 
cant  trends  and  to  aid  the  symbolic  treat¬ 
ment  of  figures. 

The  object  of  the  handbook  is  to  provide 
a  standard  reference  on  all  road  matters. 
For  instance,  it  is  shown  that  the  number 
of  cars  on  the  roads  has  grown  from  8.465 
in  1904  to  2.508.102  in  1952  and  during  the 
same  period  goods  vehicles  have  increased 
from  about  4.000  to  963,603. 

Among  other  items  dealt  with  are  motor 
taxation,  which  reached  a  total  of 
£360.958.000  in  1953,  Road  Fund  grants 
(€32.923,000  in  1953),  the  number  of  road 
transport  workers  and  the  values  of  Imports 
and  exports. 

Also  included  are  brief  summaries  of  the 
various  Road  Traffic  Acts  and  a  history  of 
the  Road  F^md  since  its  inception  in  1909.

I  think  the  sooner  we  get  back 
to  more  punctilious  behaviour  the 
better.  Even  an  hotel  is  entitled  to 
be  told  when  a  guest  is  going  to  miss 
meals  or  leave  without  notice  and  so 
on. 

I  always  hope  these  bores  who  over¬ 
look  such  things  will  get  stung  badly. 
People  can’t  always  avoid  sickness,  or 
transport  breakdown,  but  they  can 
usually  get  a  message  through  some¬ 
how  and  give  their  employer  a  chance 
of  reorganising  his  work.
